MOVE OF ROAD 
PUZZLES PEOPLE 


Reperted That Southern Will 
Build New Depot in 
Columbus. 


Columbus, Ga‘, February 28.—(Special) 
Columbus people are curious to know 
why the Southern railway should want 
to build a freight depot and passenger 
station six blocks from its present tracks 
on the Vine of the Mobile and Girard 
branch of the Central of Georgia rail- 
way.

What One Farmer Can Do. 
Individuality, pluck and common’ 
sense are as essential to successful 
farming as to any other occupation or 
profession. This fact has been firm- 
ly established by the course of 
Charles W. Heard, ‘a _ prominent 
farmer of Wilkes county. His fore- 
sight led him, two years ago, to adopt 
practically the same programme as 
that outlined by the Southern Cotton 
Association. Subsequent events have 
vindicated his wisdom and he can 
afford’ to snap his fingers at a stub- 
bornly bearish cotton market. 

The story of Mr. Heard, as related 
in The Constitution a few days ago, 
should certainly elicit the thoughtful 
interest of planters similarly circum- 
Stanced who find themselves fac- 
ing decidedly difficult problems. 
When he came to the conclusion that 
the all-cotton policy was founded on 
folly, he made up his mind to reduce’ 
his cotton acreage 50 per cent—AND| 
DID IT. The outcome of his, shrewd 
methods is shown in the following! 
eloquent summary: | 

On 15 acres of bottom land ne raised | 
475 bushels of corn, 7,000 pounds of fod- 
der and 4,600 pounds of shucks. The to- 
tal cost of producing this crop was, ac- 
cording to his itemized account, $76.50. 
The fodder he sold at 75 cents per hun- 
dred pounds, which netted him $852.50; 
the shucks brought, at"50 cents per hun- 
dred, $23, making $75.50 which he re- 
ceived for the fodder and shucks, which 
was only $! less than the cost of pro- 
ducing the. entire crop of corn, fodder 
and shucks 

On a three-horse farm Mr. Heard 
raised twenty-two bales of cotton, which 
he disposed of when the price ranged 
around the 10-cent mark. His cotton 
crop being a surplus crop, he added the 
proceeds therefrom to his bank account. 
With no corn to buy for another year, 
with a neat bank account and a smoke 
house full of home-raised meat that will 
last until next Christmas, Mr. Heard 
can sit. at his family fireside with calm 
resignation, while his brother farmers are 
devising ways and means for bringing 
about a better price for their one and 
only ¢crop—cotton. 

Here is objective demonstration of 
the profit and feasibility of diversi- 
fication, more convincing than twenty 
times the space occupied in abstract 
or theoretic speculation. What Mr. 
Heard has done other farmers own- 
ing their land may undertake and 
bring to an equally successful issue. | 
His enterprise and discretion are now | 
rewarded by a freedom from anxiety | 
that will enable him to concentrate 
all his energies on his work during 
the coming season, and make him 
absolutely independent of the bank or 
the merchant. There can be little 
doubt that having once tasted the in- 
finite contentof this self-reliant state, 
he will not be lured again into putting 
all his trust in cotton and depending 
on conditions over which he has no 
contro] to bring him an equitable re- 
turn for his labor. 

It does not require even the gift of 
prescience with which Mr. Heard 
seems to have been gifted to ap- 
preciate the necessity for the adop- 
tion of similar methods, on an elastic 
scale, all over the south. The radical 
break in cotton in December has 
brought the problem home to the 
most hide-bound cotton farmer and 
he must indeed be of dogmatic and

“In the next phace fhe estate troops 
are not (well equipped, was demon- 
started on the occasion of the trip to 
(Manassas, Va., when two _ provisional 
regiments from Georgia took part in the 
army maneuvers. We have, thought it 
best therefore to draw Georgla’s share 
of the government appropriation this year 
in equipment, and get the troops in good 
shape in this respect, rather than use 
that money for an encampment, In fact, 
I do not know whether we would be al- 
lowed to use all of the appropriation for 
an encampment.”’ 

While this is not final, it may as Weil 
be umlerstood now that there will be no 
state encampment this year, Georgia's 
share of the government appropriation 
is about $25,600 to $30,000, and if an 
encampment were to be held, ft would 
require every cent of this sum to pay 
for it.
